girls were still unsolved. 


The two Bhode Island girls 


were Patricia 
Walsh, 23, a 


school teacher, and Mary Ann 
Wysocki, 23, a college student, 
both of Providence. 
BOTH WERE SHOT 


Dr. Daniel H. Hiebert, district 


medical examiner, who per- 
formed autopsies on their bod- 
ies, said both were shot dead 
and then hacked apart with a 
knife or axe before burial. Miss 
Walsh was decapitated. The 
young women were identified by 
dental charts. 


Heibert said 
the cause of 


death of the other two girls, 
whose graves police stumbled 
on while searching for the Prov- 
idence pair, could not be deter- 


mined, although one appeared 
to have been stabbed. 
DUNES SEARCHED 


Police began searching the 


dunes area because a car used 
by Miss Walsh and Miss Wy- 
socki on a vacation trip was last 
seen there before they vanished 
on Jan. 25. The car later turned 
up in a parking lot in Burling- 
ton, Vt. Costa told police he had 
bought the car from Miss Walsh 
and produced a purported bill of 


sale for it. 


Miss Walsh and Miss Wysocki 


checked into a Provincetown 
rooming house Jan. 24. 


"I was quite pleasantly im- 


pressed with the two girls," said 
Patricia Morton, proprietor of 
the rooming house. "They paid 
for two nights, and I gave them 
Room 2 on the second floor. 


"They had only been here five 


or 10 minutes when I introduced 
tiiem to Costa and some of the 


other guests ..."

Morton 
said 
Costa 


checked into the rooming house 
Jan. 18. 


"The next morning the girls 


weren't in their room," Mrs. 
Morton said. "Sunday morning I 
went to their room and found 
they had checked out. They left 
a note on a brown paper bag, 
saying 'Thank you very much 
for your kindness. We enjoyed 
our stay.' "

Buffers Are Illusory 


Following World War I, the 


French government poured half 
or more of the country's annual 
income for a decade into a gun 
studded entrenchment which its 
military leaders predicted as the 
ultimate defense to future inva- 
sion from the east. 


The Maginot Line, named for 


the «ngineer who designed it 
failed utterly of its purpose. 


Hitler's forces outflanked it on 


the north and shortly thereafter 
punched through it on the south. 


Where the German army did 


not approach the Line, its guns 
later were surrendered without 
having fired a shot. 


More frightful than this phys- 


ical collapse was the Maginot 
state of mind which arose in 
France once the Line was com- 
pleted. From the General Staff 
on down to a Parisian busboy, 
the French people placed a faith 
in the Line's protective power 
rivalling that of an Indian pray- 
ing to the Rain God. The nation 
went into \Vor\d War II totally 
unprepared in spirit for the job 
to be done.

Barely A Surplus 


"A coincidence of several de- 


velopments" is the way 
the 


Commerce Department sums up 
the surprising $190 million sur- 
plus in the balance of payments 
account at the end of 1968. 
Although this 
was 
a sharp 


improvement over the $3.6 bil- 
lion loss suffered in 1967, and 
was the first time since 1957 the 
United States ended a balance of 
payments year in the 
black, 


Washington i s exercising re- 
straint in celebrating. 


There is good reason for this. 


Only an unexpected $960 million 
surplus in the last quarter made 
a break-even point possible for 
the year. This last minute up- 
surge was due largely to busi- 
nesses bringing home from over- 
seas large amounts of capital to 
keep their net outflows for the 
year to the amounts set by 
temporary government restraints 
on direct investment abroad. 


Also, because of rising interest 


rates in the United States dur- 
ing 1968, an unexpectedly large 
amount of foreign investment 
was channeled into this country. 


Indicative of the peculiar cir- 


cumstances of the 1968 exper- 
ience was the fact gold reserves 
were further depleted by about 
$1.2 billion, roughly the same 
drain experienced in 1967. Re- 
serve assets other than gold 
made up the surplus. 


Commerce and Treasury offi- 


cials do not look for a repeat of 
the 1968 balance of payments 
picture this year. If the tempor- 
ary investment restrictions are 
lifted, as many would like to see, 
the outflow of funds as busi- 
nesses try to recoup losses in 
foreign markets, could be one of 
the strongest in history. 


Without a lifting of restric- 


tions, the outflow for investment 
purposes in the early part of the 
year could still be considerable. 


It is inflation which continues 


to take the biggest toll in the 
balance of payments picture. The 
ru=inp cost of American goods is 
"directly reflected in a shrinking 
trade balance, which has evapor- 
ated in only a few years from a 
$5 billion-plus surplus to almost 
nothing last year. 


Stemming the tide of inflation 


is the key to balance of payments 
surpluses, as it is to correction 
of the domestic economy. It must 
receive an early priority.

to be next door to a shopping 
center or an industrial park. 


Neither 
is there anything 


inherently evil or distasteful in 
the modem type industrial devel- 
opment such as has arisen on St. 
Joe's south side and beyond. 


What is incredible is the belief 


which Tuesday's meeting seems 
to imply, that one can have his 
cake and eat it; that he can 
enjoy 
posh surroundings and 


posh services without paying for 
them or, as is true with indus- 
trial and commercial taxation, 
having a neighbor pay most of 
the bill. 


Some communities, admittedly, 


killed themselves years ago by 
indiscriminate, irresponsible spot 
zoning. 


We would hope the township 


board, which has the final word 
in this zoning hassle, won't 
permit 
unreasoning, old style 


blind spots on commercial and 
industrial development to create 
the same attrition. 


Climatic Shift 
Foreseen 


An interesting controversy has 


been rekindled by Col. Bemt 
Balchen, the polar explorer and 
flier who piloted Adm. Byrd 
across the Atlantic and to the 
South Pole in the 1920s. He points 
to danger that the Arctic Ocean 
ice cap may continue melting as 
it has for years until the ice 
disappears. 


Should this happen, severe 


climatic c h a n g e s would occur 
throughout the world, perhaps to 
the extent of turning mid-contin- 
ent United States and Eurasia 
into vast deserts. 


While there is virtual agree- 


ment among polar experts that 
the Arctic ice cap has been 
shrinking for decades, there are 
many who contend the process 
has either slowed considerably or 
stopped completely. Col. Balchen 
disagrees. 


He predicts that by the 1980s, 


perhaps within a decade, the 
ocean at the North Pole will 
become open water. Because the 
Arctic ice pack is largely over 
ocean, not land, its complete 
melting would have no effect on 
water l e v e l s throughout the 
world, as melting of the ice in 
Antarctica would. 


Should the ice pack disappear, 


storm paths would move farther 
north, depriving much of the 
United States and other parts of 
the world of a large part of the 
rainfall they now receive.

his successes are the Burbank 
potato; 
spineless cactus, for 


feeding in desert areas; plum- 
cot, a cross between a plum and 
an apricot; new varieties of 
quince, peach, apple and hybrid 
walnut; white blackberry, plum 
and new myrtle, and many 
flowers. 


Plums and prunes were the 


experiments he carried on the 
longest — an uninterrupted span 
of 40 years. He spent 35 years 
on berries, evolving at least 10 
new varieties of commercial 
value. • 


He lectured on evolution at 


Stanford University in later lift 
and published several books, 
among them "Luther Burbank, 
His Methods and Discoveries" 
(1914-15) and "How Plants Are 
Trained 
to Work for Man" 


(1921). 


Burbank died April 11, 19M,

real choice lies between two 
diamonds or two nptrump. Two 
notrump would be the more 
encouraging bid, but we lack 
the extra values for this direct 
move towards game. Our hand 
is of the minimum class 
— 


only 14 high-card points — and 
we have not yet identified it as 
such, since our first two bids 
would have been exactly the 
same holding another queen or 
two. 


Partner is unlikely to pass 


two diamonds — in view of the 
two forcing bids he has made — 
but, if he does, we can be sure 
our side lacks the values for H 
sound game contract. 


2. Three diamonds. Here we 


have substantial values beyond 
a minimum opening bid and 
have not yet 'shown them. While 
we have the high-card values 
for a jump to three notrump, 
this bid would indicate a bal- 


anced hand, which wt don't 
have.
